I last saw Principal Robertson at the 
funeral of Lady Ardilaun, and noticed 
that he was regarded with affectionate re- 
spect by the young members of Bishop 
Plunket’s family, who were then already 
resident at St. Anne’s, Clontarf. In her 
will Lady Ardilaun left him her set of 
volumes of the Dictionary of National 
Biography. As Principal of the Univer- 
sity, and as a ready platform speaker, Sir 
Grant Robertson takes a considerable part 
in public life in Birmingham, though he 
never can be quite the figure that Sir 
Oliver Lodge, the first head of the Univer- 
sity, was when he resided in the city. 


Birmingham Dons. 


The first Chancellor of Birmingham 
University was Joseph Chamberlain, who 
seemed to have greater pride in that office 
than in any other. It was he, I imagine, 
who decided that the formula of admission 
to degrees should be pronounced in 
English, instead of following the older 
universities’ adherence to the Latin. With 
such unction, however, did he recite the 
formula, “ By virtue of my authority as 
Chancellor of this University, I admit 
you . . . ,’’ and so on, that no hearer 
need have felt a loss of dignity. At one 
time, while Chamberlain was Chancellor 
and Sir Oliver Lodge was Principal, Sir 
Edward Elgar, whose name was in the 
Honours List again this week, was Pro- 
fessor of Music in the University. Sir 
Edward was not comfortable in an 
academic post, and soon resigned the Chair 
in favour of Mr. Granville Bantock. 

Another man prominent in university 
and public life in Birmingham at that 
time was Professor (now Bishop) J. H. B. 
\Masterman, and, as Dr. Charles Gore, as 
first bishop of the newly-created See, was 
then busily advancing the cause of the 
Established Church in  Nonconformist 
sirmingham, it was a brilliant and active 
time in civic history. Yet another univer- 
sity figure then was Professor (afterwards 
Sir) William J. Ashley, whose appoint- 
ment as Professor of Economics raised a

Amaleur Racquets Champion.

Thomas Hardy. 


The illness of Thomas Hardy—there is 
nu living writer whose name less fittingly 
would bear a formal ‘‘ Mister ’’—reminds 
us that still one of the greatest of the 
Victorians is among us. It was in 1898 
that Hardy abandoned the writing of 
novels whereby he had won an immortal 
place in literary histoty and began to 
publish poetry. ‘The Dynasts,” appear- 
ing between 1904 and 1908—when the 
Victorian age had ended—was “a poem 
more ambitious in scope and design than 
any attempted by a poet since ‘Faust’ 
lay for nearly sixfy years in the hands 
of Goethe.’’ 

This magnificent drama of the 
Napoleonic wars, .in 130 scenes, was 
curiously appropriate to the tremendous 
events of the Great War, through which 
the poet was to live, making at least two 
of the greatest war poems. It unveiled 
the philosophy of a writer who had been 
called a pessimist by a generation of cheap 
critics. Hardy’s own definition of his 
philosophy is “evolutionary meliorism.”’ 

On Christmas Eve The Times published 
a poem, “Christmas in the Elgin Room,”’ 
by Hardy, apparently revised from an 
earlier work, telling how the gods of 
Pheidias sigh for their lost worship when 
Christmas bells ring out,

bodies and the shape of the earth. This was 
discovered by mathematics, and afterwards 
proved by actual measurements.

The year that has passed was poor in 
centenaries of considerable public interest : 
but in 1928 we shall be asked again and 
again to call to mind the illustrious dead. 
To Ireland ‘the most interesting anni- 
versary will be that of Oliver Goldsmith, 
who was born on November 10th. 1728, 
in County Longford. The incident of 
Goldsmith’s meeting, as a child. with 
Carolan, often has been taken as a 
symbolic turning point in Irish literary 
history; and we shall be reminded by 
November’s anniversary of the space of 
time which separates us from that 
significant encounter.

He has good reasons for his 
optimism; for his scheme of collecting 
the whole year’s income tax under 
Schedule “A” should bring in nearly 
fifteen millions, in addition to a further 
five millions gained by shortening the 
credit allowed to brewers. The opinion 
in Government circles is that a genera’ 
improvement in trade will produce an 
increase of revenue during the next three 
months which will be highly satisfactory.

The Outlawry of War. 


In diplomatic circles to-day 
interest was displayed regarding the int!- 
mation that the draft of a treaty for the 
outlawry of war between the Unite 
States and France has been handed to 
the French Foreign Office by the United 
States Ambassador. It is said that the 
United States Government has made 1 
plain that it hopes that one of the first 
nations to co-operate in the treaty afte 
it has been signed by France and Americs 
will be Great Britain. In Governmen! 
circles here the view is that the attitude 
of this country’ must remain uneerta 
until the full terms of the treaty a 
known. These have not yet been pu 
lished. It is agreed that sympathetic co! 
sideration undoubtedly would be given 
any international agreement: which h 
for its aim the abolition of war 
arbiter between nations. It is thougli' 
moreover,, that before Great Britain 
any other nation is invited to join in 
agreement a series of conversations or 4 
conference will desirable. “Tr

United States is somewhat different, 
both countries have agreed to sulm!! 
differences to arbitration by an intern 
tional body. 


The Great Thaw. 


London was one of the most 
places in the universe to-day; for, folloy 
ing upon the great frost, came the area! 
thaw, assisted by a steady downpour 0! 
rain for many hours. Conditions unde) 
foot were most unpleasant,’ particular’ 
in the suburbs, where the snow still lives 
about the streets in a state of wet anu 
slippery slush. It is feared that extensi\: 
flooding will result as a result of ti: 
rapidity of the thaw, and to-day many | 
the roads leading out of London wete 
under water in some places as much as 
eighteen inches. Many suburban omnibus 
services had to be cancelled or curtailed 
owing to the dangerous condition of fl 
roads, while train services were affected 
during the earlier part of the da) 
Taken altogether, the thaw -has nol 
brought much comfort the Londoner 
up to the present. 


Old-Age Pensions.

ing feature of the paying out will be that 
the old people in London will receive nev 
money fresh from the Mint. The 
Ministry of Health does not anticipa!® 
that there will be any trouble in 
with this great “ pay out”; fo!

most tiny and distant villages, have bee?! 
told exactly what they have to do. Ii ! 
anticipated that in London and some : 
the big towns the pressure will be col 
siderable. but no arrangements have bee" 
made for additional staff. The 
value of the new pensions scheme is tha! 
not only does a man of sixty-five, who 
has been insured under the National 
Health Insurance Act for five vears. 
receive a pension ef ten shillings a week. 
but a similar sum will be paid to hi 
wife if she is of the same age, or older.

MINISTRY’S WARNING TO 
STOCK OWNERS. 

The Ministry of Agriculture in London 
issued the following statement last night :— 

‘The Ministry of Agriculture wishes to 
draw the attention of agriculturists to the 
present serious situation with regard to foot- 
and-mouth disease. Since December 10th 71 
separate farms have become infected in the 
North Midlands, and inquiries to date show 
that diseased animals were exposed at eleven 
markets—namely, Rugby on the 12th and 
19th December; Barnetby, Lincolnshire, on 
the 13th; Leek, Staffordshire, on the 14th; 
Ashbourne, Derby, on the 15th; Derby, on 
l6th and 20th; Bakewe!l, Derby, on 19th; 
Mowbray, on 20th; Nottingham, on 
Zist, and Skipton, on 21st December. 

‘The main factor in this widespread infec- 
tion has been the neglect on the part of a 
stockowners to report the first 
f disease to the police, as the law re-

AN ISLAND DISAPPEARS. 

The River Thames was rising rapidly last 
night after the day’s rain, and there was 
widespread flooding in the Thames Valley. 
Island bungalows in the middle reaches of 
the river were deserted for the mainland. 
Three families on Sunbury Court Island, near 
Shepperton, vacated their bungalows 

Rivermead Island, a little upstream from 
Shepperton, disappeared. At Walton Bridge 
the flood water spread over the fields for half 
a mile and the true course of the Thames 
could be judged only by the willows along 
the banks. 

At Hallifrod bend, a low-lying point, 
several bungalows which had been vacated 
earlier were completely cut off, and the 
grounds of the Shepperton Manor estate were 
a huge lake. A punt service was the only 
means of conveyance along the ferry road 
leading to Shepperten Lock | 

In a flooded field a dozen families oí 
Gipsies were marooned, and the road to 
Chertsey was flooded to a depth of several 
jeet. Between Thames Ditton and Molesey 
the road was so deep in water that the only 
means of conveyance was a special cart pro- 
vided by the local Council. 

LOCKS KEPT OPEN. 

The Thames Conservancy officials. relieved 
the floods considerably by keeping open the 
locks from. the start of the thaw and releasing 
the excess water from the upper reaches 
whenever it began to accumulate. It was in 
the area from Staines to London that the 
flooding meance. was greatest, and many 
bungalow dwellers on low ground cleared out 
before the water rose. 

From Henley Bridge to Greenlands fields 
were flooded. and the level of the water was 
rising steadily.}| Every precaution was being 
taken, however, that the distress 
occasioned should be as light as possible.

JOHN WILKINSON’S 
ACTIVITIES. 

The application of the cupoia to iron-found- 
ing purposes, as distinct from iron smelting, 
attributed to John Wilkinson, the

ron- (Says Engineering) was 
born in 1728, and died in 1800. In the vear 
1794 he was granted a patent (No. 1993, 
dated June 2nd), for an invention described 
as “a new method of making cast metal or 
pig iron from the ore, for the purposes of 
manufacturing it into bar or any sort of 
malleable iron.’’ : 
_ The life activities of John Wilkinson are, 
in fact, illustrative of the rapid development 
iron-founding industry during this 
period. As a youth, he worked with his 
father at an iron furnace at Backborrow, 
and was after-

At Bilston, in Staffordshire, John  con- 
structed the first blast-furnace in this area, 
utilising the coal of the district, in place of 
charcoal. Here he made the first iron boat 
to carry fuel along his canal to the furnaces. 
In a letter dated October, 20th, 1707, from 
his Bradley iron works, he wrote: “There 
have been two iron boats launched in my 
service since September. My clerk, Broseley, 
advises me that she swims remarkably light, 
and exceeds even my own expectations.’’ 

His activities extended to assisting Boulton 
and Watt in the application of the steam 
engine for blowing purposes. He also spent 
some time abroad, at Le Creusot, France, 
where he carried out operations for the 
casting and boring of cannon. He erected 
the first iron bridge at Coalbrookdale, Shrop- 
shire, and his many interests included the 
coking of coal, coal and tar distillation, gas- 
making, and hot blast for furnaces. So 
thoroughly was Wilkinson imbued with the 
merits and utility of cast iron that he made a 
cast iron pulpit and cast iron coffins. This 
truly remarkable man has been described as 
the father of the British iron trade.

| LOANS. 
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LORD MAYOR’S ADVICE TO 
INTENDING PURCHASERS. 


In connection with the purchasing of 
houses on loan through the Belfast Corpora- 
tion, Councillor T. Henderson asked, at a 
meeting: of the Council yesterday, on the 
minutes of the Law Committee, whether it 
was a fact that in some cases in the past 
Corporation valuers had been valuing houses 
at a greater price than the value proved to 
be, with the result that if the tenants now 
gave up the houses and left them in the 
Council’s hands the houses would bring in 
only about half of the amount of the original 
loan. 

The Lord Mayor said that he had already 
warned the citizens, and would again empha- 
sise it, in connection with the purchase of 
these houses, that the public should be very 
careful, in their own interests, to see that. 
they were getting full value for their money. 
In the case of these new dwellings being 
offered intending purchasers in their own 
interest should have an independent valuer 
to inform them as to the actual position. He 
(Sir William) knew that it was the desire 
of the Corporatior to assist the citizens to 
become owners of their own houses, and his 
advice to the citizens so desiring was that 
they should be careful—first as to the finan- 
cial value of the houses, and then as to the 
value of the building. 

Councillor Nicholl, on behalf of the com- 
mittee, intimated that the committee had a 
full record of all transactions of the kind. 
He was glad to say that, up to the present 
time, there were not many of the cases re-

HALF-A-MILLION 
NEW PENSIONERS. 


CROWDS BESIEGE POST 
OFFICES IN BRITAIN.

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Thousands of people, the first of nearly 
half a million new pensioners between the 
ages of 65 and 70, presented themselves at 
the counters of the post offices in Great 
Britain yesterday. They had become entitled 
on the first working day of the new year, as 
insured men and women, under the Govern- 
ment’s scheme, to ten shillings a week for 
life under the final part of the Contributory 
Pensions Act of 1925. 

The first payment of the new pensions, 
which are payable weekly in advance on 
Thursdays, is due on Thursday next. January 
5, and the crowds yesterday were applying 
for the books on which the payments to 
them will be made. Their number will bring 
the total of people benefiting under the 
Widows, Orphans and Old Age Contributory 
Pensions Act to 1,258,600. They were the 
people whose applications have already been 
passed by the Ministry of Health, where new 
claims are continuing to arrive. 

On the passing of their claims pensioners 
are supplied in advance with forms of appli- 
cation for the books, which are handed to 
them at the post offices which they have 
selected on presentation of the forms. The 
issue of the books will continue daily. 

Pensioners who, by reason of age or 
infirmity, are unable to attend at the post 
office to collect their book and draw their 
pension. may authorise an agent to do so on 
their behalf. It is pointed out that a claim 
for pension may be lodged at any time 
within four months before the claimant 
reaches the age of 65. In their own interests 
intending claimants are advised to take 
advantage of this right to claim in advance, 
as by doing so they will generally enable the 
Ministry of Health to complete the necessary 
investigation of title to pension before the 
date on which it becomes payable. 

NEW PENSIONERS OVER 70. 

Some thousands of women over 70 years of 
age whose husbands are insured and between 
the ages of 65 and 70, will become entitlod 
this week to the old age pension of 10s. a 
week under the Contributory Pensions Act, 
though they are not themselves insured and 
would not be entitled to pension under the 
previous Old Age Pension Acts. These 
women are entitled to pensions in right of 
their husbands’ insurance. 

Other women who are now receiving a 
partial pension under the old Acts will have 
their pensions raised to 10s. a week in right 
of their husbands’ insurance. 

Where a married man would have been 
entitled to old age pension this month, but 
has died since making his claim, his widow 
will, in nearly every case, be entitled to a 
widow's pension under the Act. The ques- 
tion of paying a widow’s pension is taken up 
immeditely notice of the husband’s death 1s 
received at the Ministry of Health. 

All persons entitled to an old age pension 
between the ages of 65 and 70, or to current 
widows’ pensions, become entitled, on reach- 
ing the age of 70, to an old age pension of 
10s. a week for life.

PENSIONS.

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BELFAST, Monday. 

HE new year dawned miserably in 

Belfast, far as the weather was 
concerned; but, of course, there were the 
usual rejoici at the Albert Memorial 
Clock while the people were awaiting the 
stroke of midhight. For an hour or so 
there was much jollity, singing, dancing 
and good-humoured by-play, but the 
immense crowd was very orderly. The 
Scottish element was strongly represented, 
and good wishes were expressed on all 
sides, while friendships were once more 
strengthened in usquebaugh. There was 
plenty of tumult, but when the bands 
marched off, the streets soon became 
deserted and quiet was restored. 


A NOTE OF DEPRESSION. 


The crowds were merry, but there was a 
note of depression here and there owing 
to the scarcity of employment in many 


departments of industry. Yesterday the 


weather was wet and stormy. Frozen 
slush of the morning thawed out in the 
forenoon, and the thoroughfares were 
thoroughly uhcomfortable. Rain fell 
heavily during: the night, but the violence 
of the wind was abated. 

The prospects for the motor industry 
are excellent, and the small saloon car 1s 
increasing in popularity. Prices have 
decreased and better value is given in al! 
departments of the trade, the future of 
commercial motors being particularly 
promising. ith regard to the general 
state of business the President of the 
Board of Trade says that á real revival! 
of trade can only be achieved by everyone 
facing the future with courage and deter- 
mination, and ‘striving by individual and 
united effort tO realise the highest possi- 
bilities of the coming year. That is the 
proper spirit in which to tackle the 
problem. With Capital and Labour 
working together in harmony for the 
welfare of all, there is hope for the months 
that lie ahead. 


USEFUL LITTLE RAILWAY. 


The proposal to abolish the passenger 
traffic on the little light railway which 
runs through the Clogher Vailey has 
caused a good dea] of discontent in the 
district. Major-General Montgomery, 
C.B., who presided at a meeting of the 
shareholders of the company during the 
week-end, is of opinion that such a 
project, if carried out, will result in the 
whole area being thrown back about filty 
years, and in his contention he has a con- 
siderable amount of support. Like all 
other railways, big or small, the Clogher 
Valley line has to contend with ‘bus com- 
petition, and depression in agriculture has 
also probably affected the traffic receipts. 

It appears that the company has but 
little power one way or another, as tlie 
management is now in the hands of the 
County Councils of Tyrone and Fer- 
managh, while another aspect of the 
problem was revealed in a _ vigorous 
criticism of the Government’s policy in 
the saving of £3,000 by the closing of the 
passenger service. The situation is a 
difficult one. Without proper means of 
communication there can be no develop- 
ment, and in a tiny State like Northern 
Ireland, even the smallest areas are of 
value in promoting the genera] prospérity. 
A very moderate sum would be sufficient 
to lift this very necessary little railway 
out of its difficulties, and the Government 
should not find it impossible to extend a 
helping hand. If one part of the body is 
sick, none other can be wholly well, and 
the same law applies in the domain of 
industry. The Minister of Home Affairs 
might be relied on to take a sympathetic 
view of the case if the facts were clearly 
put before him.. 


A DELETED PARAGRAPH. 


There has been a good deal of criticism 
locally over the deletion of a paragraph 
by the Belfast Water Commissioners fromm 
the report published the other day re- 
garding the works at the Silent Valley ; 
but there is really not very much to 
crumble about, ‘although it would be wiser 
for the Board to be absol: ‘ely frank in 
relation to this affair and keep nothing 
back. At the last meeting of the Board 
Mr. William Courtney, one of the mem-

IMPROVED TRAFFIC CONTROL. 


The new regulations in connection with 
street traffic came into operation to-day, 
but it is too early yet to speak of their 
effect. Naturally there will be some con- 
fusion for a while until people get into 
the new way of things, but the police may 
be velied upon to make everything as 
easy as possible. The city is no for 
its splendid traffic control, and the rules 
now put into force should add to its effi- 
ciency. The by-laws deal with traffic in 
the central streets, one-way traffic, traffic 
signees at street corners, hanging on to 
vehicles, together with other matters, and 
the penalty is fixed at £5 for every offence, 
giving the magistrates power to remit the 
whole or any part of the fine. Horse- 
drawn vehicles will not be permitted in 
most of the principal thoroughfares in the 
centre of the town between 9 a.m. and 
6.30 p.m., except for the purpose of de- 
livering or picking x goods, and the 
words ‘‘ Restricted traffic’ are displayed 
in these places. ii 

In narrow streets and lanes traffic is 
only permitted in one direction, and there 
are other regulations which govern the 
traffic in the big streets, such as Donegall 
place, Royal avenue, Castle place, 
Donegall square, North, and Wellington 
place. It is hoped that the introduction 
of this new system will relieve congestion, 
and reduce the dangers of the streets. For 
a city of its size, and considering the enor- 
mous number of motor cars, "buses and 
commercial vehicles which throng its 
streets, Belfast has a remarkably low 
average in accidents, and it is confidently 
expected by the authorities that it will 
be even lower in the days to come. 

The growth of motor traffic in Belfast 
is astonishing. In 1921 the total number 
of petrol-driven vehicles registered in the 
city was 4,456, whereas the figure at 
present is 14,401, showing an increase of 
nearly 10,000. It is stated that Northern 
Ireland has more motor cars in proportion 
to its population than any other part of 
the British Islands, and, judging from 
the traffic to be seen on the streets and 
country roads, one can readily believe it. 


MARKETING OF PORK. 


[In these days of agricultural depression 
everything that tends to assist the farmer 
should be cordially welcomed. Strangely 
enough, the Irish agriculturist, though 
quick to complain, is slow to help him- 
self. The lessons to be derived from a 
study of conditions in Denmark and other 
continental countries not so richly en- 
dowed by nature as Ireland have been 
lost or neglected, and foreigners dominate 
the great British markets which rightly 
belong to the homeland. During recent 
years, however,. much has been done to 
educate the people in better methods of 
production and marketing, and the 
produce of Irish dairies and farms is now 
in excellent demand across the Channel. 

The question of pork has been discussed 
a good deal within recent months, and it 
has been. stated that farmers are in the 
unhappy position of having to bring their 
pigs to the fairs and markets, and take 
what they are offered for them. Such 
a one-sided state of affairs could not last 
for any length of time in these days, and 
it is gratifying to notice that a Pig 
Feeders’ Association has just been 
formed through the good) offices of the 
Ulster Agricultural Organisation Society. 
The Northern Ministry of Agriculture has 
interested itseH in the project, and has 
already promised to obtain for the 
Association the best markets in England, 
while the various railway companies have 
agreed to facilitate the pork traffic in 
every possible way. 

This is. a move in the right direction. 
For many years the “gentleman who pays 
the rent ” has been a much neglected 
creature in only too many districts, and 
the farming community will find increased 
prosperity in its cultivation.

There was a humorous reference at the 
Belfast Corporation meeting yesterday to an 
old Irish society, *‘ The Friendly Brothers of 
St. Patrick.’’ ; bre PS 

Councillor Kilpatrick said that, in view of 
the cost of the new museum, he, as a citizen 
and a member of the Corporation, was 
anxious to have some particulars concerning 
a ceremonial sword of which the custody was 
being accepted. 

The minutes of the committee of December 
2 last stated that a letter was read, addressed 
to the chairman by the Grand Secretary and 
Grand Treasurer of the Most Benevolent 
Order of Friendly Brothers of St. Patrick, 
inquiring if the Municipal Art Gallery and 
Museum, Belfast, will accept the custody of 
a ceremonial sword which was formerly the 
property of the Belfast Knot of the Order. 

CEREMONIAL SWORD. 

The communication stated that the records 
of the Order show that this sword was pre- 
sented to the brothers of the Belfast Knot 
on the 29th November, 1819, by the Marquis 
of Donegall onjbehalf of his son, the Ear! of 
Belfast, both cé whom were members of the 
Knot, and that it was in constant use by the 
Belfast Knot until the year 1834, but was 
omitted from the properties of the Belfast 
Knot which were returned to the General 
Grand Knot, and through the good offices 
of some of the Friendly Brothers resident in 
Belfast the sword had recently been purchased 
and presented to the General Grand Knot 
on condition that it should remain on exhibi- 
tion in the Belfast Museum until a recon- 
stituted Belfast Knot again require its! 
services. 

The minutes showed that it had been 
resolved :—‘‘ That the committee have plea- 
sure in accepting custody of the ceremonial 
sword for exhibition in the museum until it 
is required for a reconstituted Belfast Knot 
of the organisation.’’ 

The Lord Mayor said that the Curator of 
the Museum would, no doubt, supply Coun- 
cillor Kilpatrick with a history of the sword. 

Councillor Kilpatrick said that he wanted 
the citizens to know what this ‘“ Belfast 
Knot of the Order ” was. (Laughter.) 

Councillor Henderson humorous!y remarked 
that he did not think Councillor !cilpatrick 
would be eligible. 

The Town Clerk (Sir Robert Meyer) told 
the Council that the book of the Constitution 
of the Order referred to was to be found in 
the Free Library, Belfast.
